I  Innoring  Native  Foodways  celebrated  its  10th  year  on  November 
N.  Participants  brought  dishes  of  healthy  and  local  food  to  share, 
and  Chef  Sean  Sherman,  Oglala  Lakota,  gave  a  short  cooking 
demonstration.  Chef  Sherman  also  facilitated  a  book  talk  the 
evening  before  in  the  Museum  of  the  Southeast  American  Indian, 
lot  used  on  the  revitalization  and  evolution  of  indigenous  foods 
s\  stems  throughout  North  America.  The  second  annual  N-Design 
Fashion  Show  was  held  on  November  13.  Other  events  included  a 
month-long  photography  exhibit,  Lumbee  Indians:  A  People  and  A 
Place,  leaturing  Chip  Cavan  (Lumbee),  Travis  Dove,  and  historical 
photographs  from  MSAI’s  collection,  and  Young  Native  Voices: 
Oral  Recitations  of  American  Indian  Literature,  Poetry,  or  Prose 
on  November  29,  sponsored  by  the  Office  for 
Diversity  and  Inclusion  and  the  Livermore  Library. 

In  Spring  2019,  the  third  annual  #BraveNation 
Powwow  and  Gathering  (BNPG)  was  held  on 
Saturday,  March  23,  in  English  E.  Jones  Athletic 
Center.  Everyone  was  invited  to  join  as  we 
celebrated  the  rich  history  and  culture  of  America's 
Indigenous  peoples.  The  powwow  and  gathering 
featured  competition  dancing,  vendors,  and 
recruitment  activities  for  American  Indian  high 
school  students,  and  an  alumni  reception. 
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Braves  express  their 
dedication  to  the  arts  in 
our  hands-on  art  classes.

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The  Art  Department  promoted  students’  ability  to  Bee,  consider,  and  actively  engage  in  visual  culture.  They 
omoted  inclusion  and  appreciation  of  the  values  of  ali-people,  striving  for  a  diverse  curriculum  to  complement  the 
diversity's  diverse  student  body  and  encouraged  art  students  to  engage  in  the  extended  art  world  through  professional 
■velopment,  international  programs,  and  the  study  of  global  visual  culture  in  an  environment  of  free  inquiry.  The 
■partment  sponsored  exhibitions  and  other  events  throughout  the  year,  including  a  show  in  the  A.D.  Gallery  each 
mester  featuring  the  work  of  graduation  seniors.  This  fall,  Columbus  County  Advanced  Art  students  spent  the  day  at 
iNCP  Art  Department  getting  a  sense  of  a  “day  and  a  life”  as  an  art  student.  They  attended  Intro  to  Drawing  and 
ements  of  Design  classes,  toured  the  studio  facilities  and  gallery  space,  and  had  a  critique  of  the  artwork  that  they 
ought  with  them  from  their  respective  high  schools  with  UNCP  art  faculty.  The  day  culminated  with  an  exhibition  of 
eir  work  and  reception  at  UNCP’s  Thomas  Entrepreneurship  Hub.  Students  in  the  Mass  Communication 
apartment  got  real-world  experience  by  covering  campus  events  and  other  topics  lor  the  campus  television  station, 
NCP-TV,  or  the  student  newspaper,  The  Pine  Needle.  They  also  got  the  chance  to  study  abroad  when  Dr.  Jamie  Litty 
ok  a  class  to  Ireland.  And  PR  majors  worked  each  year  on  planning  and  promoting  a  charity  golt  tournament, 

2ntored  by  George  Harrison  for  the  last  time  this  year;  he  retired  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  2019  semester.  The  Music 
jpartment  offered  its  majors  and  other  students  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  many  large  and  small  ensembles  that 
rformed  for  the  campus  and  the  community  throughout  the  year.  Graduating  seniors  also  gave  recitals  in  Moore  Hall 
the  capstone  to  their  studies.  The  Theatre  program  mounted  three  productions  this  academic  year:  The  Three 
isketeers  in  the  Fall,  and  Blithe  Spirit  and  The  Rivals  in  the  Spring.

The  American  Indian  Studies  Department  helped  students  understand  the  holistic  histories 
and  contemporary  concerns  of  American  Indian  and  Indigenous  peoples  regionally,  nationally,  and 
globally  by  examining  issues  of  sovereignty,  nation  building,  colonization,  social  justice,  and  the 
historical  roots  of  American  Indian  lives  as  they  are  lived  today.  The  department  sponsored  a  speaker 
series  and  many  other  events,  including  the  Southeast  Indian  Studies  Conference;  the  15th  annual 
conference  was  held  March  21-22.  In  the  English  Department,  students  in  Autumn  Lauzon’s  World 
Literature  after  1660  class  solved  whodunits,  grappled  with  the  impact  of  HIV/AIDS,  and  explored 
hidden  histories  and  perspectives  in  contemporary  texts;  their  chosen  texts  spanned  the  globe,  from 
Australia  to  Ireland  to  South  Africa  to  Yemen.  They  presented  their  work  as  part  of  a  World 
Literature  Book  Fair  hosted  by  Mary  Livermore  Library  on  April  22.  Students  created  posters  that 
showcased  their  chosen  text  and  its  significance  and  reception.  Many  posters  featured  props;  one 
used  invisible  ink  revealed  by  a  blacklight  to  create  suspense.  Faculty  in  the  Foreign  Languages 
program  believe  that  “learning  a  foreign  language  or  a  foreign  culture  is  a  natural  skill.  There  is  no 
better  place  to  learn  than  being  on  site.  Talk  to  the  locals,  touch  the  land,  breathe  the  air,  see  the 
colors,  and  the  light,”  according  to  Dr.  Enrique  Porrua.  Students  in  Spanish  classes  had  multiple 
opportunities  to  study  abroad  in  Spain  and  Latin  America  over  the  past  year.  Members  of  the  Acto 
Latino  organization  also  staged  Spanish-language  plays  for  audiences  on  and  off  campus.  The  History 
Department  brought  the  past  to  life  through  a  film  series,  field  trips,  and  other  events.  This  year, 
thev  bid  farewell  to  Dr.  Robert  Brown,  who  had  served  on  their  faculty  for  40  years  before  his 
retirement  in  May  2019.  And  Dr.  Monika  Brown  also  retired  after  37  years  on  the  English  faculty. 
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The  Biology  Department  explored  the  power  of  nature  in  the  laboratory  and  the 
classroom.  Students  learned  to  supplement  their  direct  learning  through  online  research, 
discussion  and  collaboration.  This  school  year,  as  part  of  Homecoming  Week,  the  Biology 
Department  hosted  “  The  Green  Open  House,”  which  celebrated  recent  renovations  and 
showcased  some  of  the  research,  service  projects,  and  classes  that  use  the  greenho  use. 
Formal  remarks  from  Dean  Jeff  Frederick  and  the  Greener  Coalition  were  given.  The 
Department  of  Chemistry  and  Physics  is  devoted  to  its  mission  of  instilling  a  literate 
appreciation  of  the  physical  sciences  in  all  its  students.  Former  physics  professor  Dr.  Jose 
D’Arruda  has  been  presented  with  the  Homer  L.  Dodge  Citation  for  Distinguished  Service 
to  the  American  Association  of  Physics  Teachers  (AAPT).  The  Department  of  Geology 
of  Geography’s  breadth  is  mirrored  in  its  Geo-Environmental  Studies  major,  with  a  focus 
on  the  investigation  and  understanding  of  the  physical  and  human  environments  of  the 
Earth.  The  Department  of  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science  offered  majors  in  those 
fields  as  well  as  in  Information  Technology.  They  also  showed  that  math  can  be  fun  when 
seventh  and  eighth  graders  from  local  schools  visited  campus  for  the  3rd  annual  Pi  Day  in 
March.  UNCP  volunteers  played  an  interactive  numbers  game  with  the  students  to  teach 
them  the  numbers  in  Pi.  In  between  activities,  students  enjoyed  a  dance-off,  got  the  crowd 
to  do  the  “baby  shark,”  played  musical  chairs,  and  threw  whipped  cream  “pie”  in  the  faces 
of  UNCP  volunteers  and  staff.  The  Department  of  Nursing  builds  on  a  rich  heritage  that 
began  with  the  establishing  of  the  Southeastern  North  Carolina  Nursing  Consortium  in 
1992,  a  joint  RN-BSN  completion  program  between  UNCP  and  Fayetteville  State 
University.  This  year,  it  became  one  of  four  departments  in  the  newly-created  College  of 
Health  Sciences. 
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The  School  ol  Business  prepared  students  for  careers  in  accounting  and  many  areas  of  business  administration 
and  entrepreneurship.  In  addition  to  challenging  coursework  and  internships,  they  were  one  of  a  handful  of  schools 
offering  undergraduate  students  the  soft  skills  they  need  to  be  successful  in  the  working  world  through  the  Passport  to 
Professional  Success  program.  The  School  of  Education  prepared  students  to  serve  in  school  and  community  settings 
through  the  use  of  innovative  teaching  practices,  scholarship  development,  technology,  and  partnerships  with  local 
schools,  families,  and  community  resources  and  organizations.  The  Philosophy  and  Religion  Department  has  the 
goal  of  enabling  students  to  think  more  deeply,  clearly  and  appreciatively.  Students  are  given  the  opportunity  to 
express  themselves  and  ponder  questions  people  have  been  thinking  about  for  years.  Rev.  Corey  Little  had  his  paper 
on  the  artistic  movement  of  Realism,  entitled,  “Realism:  Reaching  Real  People,”  published  in  the  2019  issue  of 
ReVisions:  Best  Student  Essays  of  UNCP.  His  research  paper  was  an  assignment  for  the  course,  Religion,  Art,  and  Culture. 
The  Political  Science  Department  continued  its  success  with  our  Model  United  Nations  team,  which  won  eight 
awards  at  the  2019  Spring  Southern  Regional  Model  United  Nations  conference  in  Charlotte  on  March  28-30.  Eight 
awards  was  tied  for  the  highest  number  of  awards  any  school  received  at  the  conference,  and  matched  the  total  that 
UNCP’s  team  won  in  2018.  The  Psychology  Department  taught  students  about  human  nature  by  understanding  basic 
patterns  of  thought,  emotion,  and  behavior.  It  uses  a  variety  of  scientific  methods,  including  interviews,  case  studies, 
field  observations,  neurophysiological  recordings,  and  controlled  experimentation.  The  Department  of  Sociology 
and  Criminal  Justice  provided  students  with  classroom  and  real-life  experiences  designed  to  stimulate  critical 
thought  about  the  social  environment  as  they  prepare  for  meaningful  participation  in  society.  Many  courses  allow 
students  to  test  classroom  learning  through  experience  in  the  community.  The  Department  of  Social  Work  has  been 
preparing  students  to  tackle  the  challenges  of  rural  communities.  Students  are  prepared  to  help  meet  the  immediate 
and  growing  need  in  public,  private  and  social  service  agencies  in  North  Carolina  for  generalist  social  work 
professionals  and  understand  the  role  of  the  social  worker  in  our  region  and  a  changing  society.  It  is  one  of  the 
departments  that  make  up  the  new  College  of  Health  Sciences,  together  with  the  graduate  program  in  Counseling 
and  the  Department  of  Kinesiology,  formerly  known  as  Health  and  Human  Performance.

ie  triumph  marked  the  third-straight  victory  for  the  Brave,  who  finished  the  2018-19  season  with  a  7-5  dual  meet  record 
d  have  now  strung  together  seven  consecutive  winning  seasons.  In  the  postseason,  three  Braves  picked  up  region  titles 
pace  a  nonet  of  Braves  to  the  podium  and  help  the  13th-ranked  wrestling  team  to  a  runner-up  finish  at  the  2019  NCAA 
per  Region  2  Tournament.  The  performances  matched  the  2003-04  club  for  the  most  national  qualifiers  in  the  55-year

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The  UNC  Pembroke  men’s  basketball  team  shot  better  than  57  percent 
from  the  field  and  led  for  nearly  39  minutes  on  the  way  to  a  122-96  victory  over 
Clayton  State  on  Senior  Day.  The  victory  snapped  the  lid  on  the  home  portion 
oi  the  regular  season  for  the  Braves,  who  clinched  a  home  game  in  the 
quarterfinal  round  of  the  Peach  Belt  Conference  Tournament.  In  their  last  game 
ol  the  regular  season,  the  team  held  Flagler  to  its  worst  shooting  performance  in 
six  years  on  the  way  to  a  90-5 1  victory,  snapping  a  three-game  road  losing  streak 
lor  the  Braves  (20-8,  15-7  PBC)  who  reached  the  20-win  plateau  for  an 
unprecedented  third-straight  year. 

After  the  Braves  cruised  past  Georgia  College  in  the  PBC  quarterfinals, 
top-seeded  and  15th-ranked  Augusta  limited  the  UNC  Pembroke  team  to  a  4- 
for-20  clip  from  the  perimeter  and  took  advantage  of  a  noticeable  disparity  in 
the  fouls  column  to  key  a  77-70  victory  over  the  Braves  in  the  semifinal  round. 
The  result  put  an  end  to  a  seven-game  win  streak  in  the  PBC  Tournament  for 
the  Braves,  but  they  still  earned  a  place  in  the  NCAA  Southeast  Regional, 
marking  their  sixth  NCAA  Tournament  appearance  in  the  last  nine  years. 
Fourth-seeded  Catawba  limited  the  UNC  P  team  to  just  32  percent  shooting  to 
knock  off  the  fifth-seeded  Braves,  80-61,  in  the  opening  round.  The  setback 
marked  the  fifth  loss  in  the  last  seven  outings  for  the  Braves,  but  their  21-10  fina 
record  gave  them  an  unprecedented  third-straight  20-win  season.

Brother  2  Brother  is  a  male  empowerment  group  that  aims  at  making  better 
men,  students,  citizens,  and  workers  through  accountability,  proactive  leadership, 
self-discipline,  and  intellectual  development.  In  February,  the  group  sponsored  a 
Black  History  Month  Kahoot  game  night  and  a  discussion  about  the  importance  of 
education  for  African  Americans  led  by  Dr.  David  Walton  of  the  History 
Department. 

The  CARE  Resource  Center  includes  an  on-campus  food  pantry  and 
professional  clothing  closet  open  to  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  community 
members.  Though  the  CARE  Resource  Center  is  housed  under  the  Office  for 

Community  and  Civic  Engagement,  it  is 
primarily  managed  by  student  workers  and 
student  volunteers.  Students  are  welcome  to 
visit  the  pantry  twice  per  month,  while  faculty 
and  staff  are  welcome  one  per  month. 
Community  members  who  wish  to  receive 
food  services  are  required  to  attend  monthly 
educational  workshops  focused  on  life  and 
career  development  skills.  Elpon  completion 
of  each  workshop,  participants  will  be 
awarded  a  CARE  Resource  voucher  to  use  at 
the  pantry. 

The  American  Association  of 
University  Women  (AAUW)  is  the  nation’s 
leading  voice  promoting  equality  and 
education  for  girls  and  women.  Since  1881, 
AAUW  members  have  taken  positions  on  the 
leading  issues  of  the  day.  The  UNCP 
chapter’s  members  participated  in  many  issue- 
oriented  events  and  activities  throughout  the 
year.

Lemuel  Subdias's  first  collegiate  art  exhibition  resulted  in  the  top  prize.  The 
UNCP  senior  art  major  took  home  first  place  at  thjg  annual  Peach  Belt-Conference  Art 
Exhibition.  “I  have  always  been  reclusive  about  my  work,  especially  when  it  comes  to 
more  personal  work,”  he  said.  "I’ve  won  a  couple  of  awards  for  Various  art  events,  but 
this  is  my  first  exhibition  since  high  school.  I  am  grateful  and  excited  about  winning.” 

His  mixed-media  drawing  titled  Unhpjy  Trinity  was  created  using  graphite,  gold 
leaf  and  acrylic  paint.  The  self-portrait  pays  homage  to  religious  pieces  from  earlier 
periods,  as  well  his  religious  background.  The  winning  piece  began  as  a  class 
assignment,  tasking  him  with  creating  a  visual  representation  of  his  alter  ego.  “I  used 
three  figures  to  represent  personalities  of  my  astrological  signs,  and  the  division  of  a 
masculine  and  feminine  side.  I  am  an  artist  at  my  core,  and  I  love  to  create  art  in  any 
medium,  although  my  strongest  is  graphite.”
